The people of Sedalia may yet have

The highest court in

public subscription, raise $ 200,000 to 
secure one big Industry, can certainly 
devise some scheme by which the 
public and the city can secure a real 
water and light service. If the people

down into their pockets, if necessary, 
the real owners of these plants would 
soon find the money to make needed 
improvements.
